
MOTOR EXCISE ABATEMENT APPLICATION

1. _SOLD (Plate Return Receipt). TRADED (Provide New Registration Certificate). 

2. _Vehicle is valued for more than percentage of manufacturer’s list price in the schedule established by M.G.L. Ch. 60A, SSI. 

3. _Stolen or total loss (Provide Insurance Company Settlement Letter and Affidavit of Lost or Stolen Plates from R.M. V.) 

4. _Moved from Arlington (Date_) (Provide Proof of residency prior to 1/1 of the year the bill is for. Utility Bill or 

Voter Registration Receipt) 

5. _Moved out of state (Date_) (Provide Registration Certificate from new state or country) 

6. _Exempt 

Application for Abatement must be filed within three years after the excise was due, or one year after the excise paid, whichever is later. 

An Application for Abatement does not stay the collection of excise or the collection process. UNLESS A BILL IS ABATED IN 
FULL, FEES UP TO $64.00 PLUS INTEREST WILL REMAIN YOUR RESPONSIBILITY.

IMPORTANT NOTICE REGARDING THE ENCLOSED MOTOR EXCISE BILL 

In order to avoid additional interest and fees your bill must be paid in full within 30 days from the original date of issue. Failure to pay 
your bill in full within 30 days will result in fees totaling $64.00 plus interest and you will be prevented from renewing your license. 

It is suggested you pay the bill then file for abatement.
